Should firefighters and police officers live in town? 


Belle Glade’s Vice Mayor wants 
to go back to requiring safety 
personnel to live in the city

Vice-Mayor Bill Mathis is the 
new.kid on the block. He's serv- 
ing his first term on the Belle 
Glade City Commission, but 
says he won't let it stop him 
from speaking out ifshe sees 
something he considers wrong. 

“I might be a one-time city 
commissioner,” he said, “but I 
can't let this issue go without 
expressing my concern.” 

The issue is Belle Glade fire- 
fighters and police officers liv- 
ing in Wellington, Royal Palm 
and West Palm Beach. Until six 
months ago, police and fire- 
fighters were required to live in 


Belle Glade. Since that require- 
ment has been lifted, Mathis 
says 50 percent of the police of- 
ficers and a third of the fire- 
fighters have moved out of the 
area. 

Mathis said he has a real 
problem with safety personnel 
living so far away. He also has a 
problem with the numerous key 
city officials running city hall 
who make their living in Belle 
Glade but do not live here. 

“I have a’ problem with this 
on three levels,”-says Mathis. 
“Economically, they are taking 
their paychecks out of town. 
And since they don’t own homes 
here, they don’t pay ad valorum 


taxes.” He estimates thé eco- 


nomic loss between $750,000 to™ 


$1 million a year going out of 
town. 

Also, Mathis says, those who 
do not live here have less in- 
volvement in the community 
(i.e. churches, school activities, 
civic clubs, Chamber of Com- 
merce).” = 

But, Mathis says his number 
one concern is the response 
time for fires and emergencies 
by firefighters and police officers: 

Fire response time used. to be 
five to 10 minutes. Firefighters 
on duty still have that response 
time, but if off-duty firefighters 
are called in, they now have to 
be given an hour to get ready 
and drive in, if they Eve outside 
the area. 

Mathis, 63, was Belle Glade's 
Police Chief from 1977 to 1986 
and the city manager from 1987.

Belle Glade has 28 police offi- 
cers, not counting the top brass.

Was it too much ice cream 
and cake at your first-grader's 
birthday party? Something in 
the sausage pizza or that third 
zide on the merry-go-round? 
hat caused that colorful 
return of lunch may keep you 
guessing, but one thing is for 
sure, you hope it doesn't hap- 
pen again. And in most cases, 
it won't. Most vomiting is 
caused by gastroenteritis, 
that’s a viral infection of the 
gastrointestinal tract which is 
usually simple and self-limit- 
Ag. In other words, it probably 
won't last long. 


On the other hand, if vomit- 
ing does continue, it could lead 
to dehydration. "Vomiting a 
few times is usually no big 
deal," says Dr. Philip Colaizzo. 
"Kids usually have.enough 
fluid in their systems to com- 
pensate. It's when vomiting 
persists, when it's accompanied 
by diarrhea, or-when the child 
is a baby or toddler that you 
need ‘to be careful. Older chil- 
dren are more able to tell you 
when they're parched and 
thirsty. With infants, it's hard 
to know when they've crossed 
that line. That's why you need 
to contact a doctor immediate- 
ly." 

Most children need some 
parental comfort, since vomit- 
ing can be pretty scary. "The 
first thing to do is to stop 
putting things in the child's 
stomach. That also goes for 
babies who are still breastfeed- 


ing or bottlefeeding," says Dr. 
Colaizzo. "Just skip a regular 
feeding until the stomach 
seems to settle down." Offer 
oral rehydration fluids such as 
Pedialyte instead, in small, fre- 
quent sips. You can ask your 
pharmacist for these drinks 
which are avail- 
able at most drug 
stores. Wait for 
your child to 
express an iriter- 
est in eating, 
then start with 
clear liquids. 
Your main objec- 
tive ig to avoid 
dehydration. 
Many children 
can't tolerate 
water after vom- 
iting, but will 
suck on ice chips 
or even a cold, 
wet washcloth 


Offer juices (unless there's also 
diarrhea), ice chips, oral rehy- 
dration and gelatin. An old 
home remedy that has stood 
the test of time is. Coca-Cola. 
There's something about a 
lukewarm, flat (no bubbles) 
cola that makes it stay down 
better than 


most things.

A patient's right to advance directives

In the mid 1970's our hearts 
went out to an ordinary girl 
nd her family who were 
wn into a controversy that 
continues ‘to affect many lives 
«today: We, as a society, have 
spent 20 years attempting to 
define the limits of patient 
self-determination and provide 
ways for an individual to direct 
medical decisions in the event 
of his or her-medical and legal 
jempetence. The landmark 
case of Karen Ann Quinian 
was decided by the New Jersey 
Supreme Court in 1976, and 
an individual's right to refuse 
life-saving treatment became a 
social, medical, and economic 
dilemma. Karen was a young 
woman who had been admitted 
œ a hospital in an apparent 
drug and alcohol induced 
coma. She would remain in a 
persistent, vegetative state, 
and her parénts wished to dis- 
, continue the respirator support 
which, it was supposed at the 

time, was keeping her alive. 
For years every time the 
legal system revisited this 
jébate, more and more ques- 
tions arose. Her existence 
seemed to be maintained only 
by the use of a respirator in 
thé face of massive and irre- 
versible brain damage. The 
request by the parents to 
remove the respirator quickly 
became the focus of the right to 
pie without further medical 
intervention. She surprised 
everyone and survived for a 
short time after the removal of 
` the respirator. So the question 
has now become: "How do we 
determine the true wishes of a 
patient who can no longer com- 
thunicate with his/her physi- 
cian?"

The Supreme Court took 20 
years to agree to face constitu- 
tional issues concerning a 
patient's right to refuse appar- 
ently life-sustaining treat- 
ment, and now they are strug- 
gling with the constitutionality 
of a patient's right to physi- 
cian-assisted suicide, The old 
days, when medical care was 
entirely directed by a:benevo- 
lent "Dr. Ben Casey" or "Dr. 
Marcus Welby" on. behalf of an 
uninformed, trusting patient, 
are passed. As medical technol- 
ogy offers more treatment 
choices, patients must balance 
the risks and benefits of med- 
ical care with their own per- 
sonal goals, values, and.beliefs. 
The physician's responsibili- 
ty, often delegated to the 
nurse, is to provide the patient 
with the proper medical infor- 
mation about his condition; 
they then decide what care to 
aceept. If the person does not 
consent to. medical care, treat- 
ment should be provided. This 
principle of consent rests, of , 
course, on the presumption 
that the patient is medically 
competent to make medical 
decisions. And, above all else, 
patients have the right to 
make their own medical deci- 
sions, even decisions that con- 
flict-with the judgements of 


doctors, nurses, hospital 
administrators, families, and 
society-at-large. 

It is now federal.law that 
under the Patient Self- 
Determination Act all health 
care institutions must inquire 
whether patients have advance 
directives (i.e. living*wills, 
health-care surrogates, or 
proxys) and note that fact in 
their records. Each state deter- 
mines specific laws which 
apply to these advance direc- 
tives and Florida has been in 
the forefront of many land- 
mark decisions to date, 

To address this type of situa- 
tion, which any of us may face, 
it is prudent and wise to exe- 
cute ‘an advance directive so 
there will be no confusion as to 
your wishes regarding your 
health care to your family and 
your*physician

and given fluids intravenously.

stomach is hard and bloated in 
between episodes of vomiting. 
If vomiting occurs after a head 
injury to the stomach (such as 
a bicycle handlebar injury), if 
your child repeatedly vomits 
yellow or green liquid or it 
resembles coffee grounds, don't 
hesitate to contact your pedia- 
trician. 

Most newborns and small 
infants spit up after or dufing 
feedings. Some ways to mini- 


* 


mize spitting up is by handling 
your: baby gently, not jostling 
the baby during or after a feed: 
ing. Don't automatically fling: 
him to your shoulder and starf: 
to burp him. Pay close atten-* 
tion to the baby's feeding cues;; 
feed him at his tempo, stop 
when he seems:to want to stop, 
-and when he wants to take ES 
rest, take a rest. Don't try to! 
feed past fullness. 

As always, when in doubt 
contact your pediatrician and 
remember, children are spesi 
cial.

Who do you consider a “sexual predator”? 
According to the Florida law passed in October 
of 1996, they are “repeat sex offenders, sex 
offenders who use physical violence and sex 
offenders who prey on children.” It is noted that 
these individuals “present an extreme threat to 


~public safety.” Yes, they do. But the public 


doesn’t have to be afraid of sexual predators - 
we have a law that says “sexual predators” 
must be registered with the county they reside 
in and theit names be made available to the 
public. Other. states have versions.of “Megan’s 
Law.” This would protect you and your child, 
right? 

Well, maybe not. You see, there is a loop-hole 
in the law. It seems that the law is not retroac- 
tive. Someone could be known by law enforce- 
ment officials to have been convicted of multiple 
sexual offenses prior to 1996, but you wouldn't 
be told about them. Also, it seems if their name 
begins with “Dr.” instead of “Mr.” or “Mrs.”, 
well, they slip through the cracks too. 

‘A case in poirt is a Florida psychiatrist Louis 
Tsavaris. He requested a full pardon for previ- 
ous crimes in an attempt to get his medical 
license back in 1996. Fortunately for the public, 
the request was denied. Had fie got his license, 
you probably would never have known that he 
had been convicted of killing a 24 yeag-gld 
female patient while having sex with her 
was accused of raping another woman just four 
years later. .He didn’t make the list. Would you 
want his brand of “therapy”? 

Or consider psychiatrist James Harrington 
White. In 1987 he sodomized a young female 
patient and then “electric shocked” any memqry 


she had of the assault right out of her head. 


- There was no question he did it - he video-taped 


it! He received a seven year jail sentence and 
there was evidence presented she was not his 
first victim. What if he moved to your town? 
What if he began “counseling” children again? 
Wouldn't you want to know where he is? 

And what about the University of South Flori- 
da’s mental health department fiasco where the’ ’ 
institution received more than $800,000 to keep 
track of 100 convicted pedophiles - the psychia- 
trists there wanted the child molesters to keep 
a diary of their “contacts” while receiving “ther- | 
apy”. At the end of three years it was to be 
determined which of two groups of pedophiles 
molested the least number of children! With fed- 
erally funded psychiatrists running such a 
repulsive program, which never got off the, 
ground after it became public, one:could say this 
was tantamount to child molesting by proxy. 
Wouldn't you like to know the names of the 100 
“participants” of the program and where they 
are today? 

Yes, there are loop-holes in Florida’s “Sexual 
Predator” law. And a good place to start, plug-

“was originally slated 
to chart a course for the water 
supply needs of Palm.Béach, 
Broward, Dade and Monroé* 
Counties.through the year 
2010, and also to determine 
the ultimate water:needs of 
the Everglades. 

This is an extremely ‘com- 
plex, controversial and daunt- 

-ing task, and the district and 
interest groups that have been 
putting tremendous time and 
effort into it should be com- 
mended. The task is made 
more confusing by the fact that 
the US Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, as directed by the Water 
Resources Development Act of 
1992 is developing a master 
plan for retrofitting the C&SF 
Project for environmental and 
water supply benefits. 

While the district and the 
Corps are working in close 
cooperation and coordinating 
their planning efforts, there 
are still’ many. “fuzzy areas." 
Bor example, a project known 


as the Water Preserve Areas 


(formerly called the East Coast 
Buffer project) is considered by 
government agencies to be a 
cornerstone of long-term water 
supply and Everglades protec- 
tion. In fact, in 1995, the Flori- 
da legislature dedicated $30 
million in Preservation 2000 
funds to purchase lands that 
presumably would be needed 
for the project. These lands 
encompass some 90,000 acres 
in Western Palm Beach, 
Broward and Dade Counties 
adjacent to and immediately to 
the east of the Water Conser- 
vation Areas. The idea behind 
the Water Preserve Areas is 
that water which now is dis- 
charged to the ocean via the 
canal system could be back- 
pumped into reservoirs or 
marshes. This water that 
would be “held back in. the sys= 
tem” would indirectly benefit 
urban water users by helping 
to recharge wellfields, but it 
could also be discharged to the 
west, into the Everglades to

provide for the, needs of 
nature. Finally, it would buffer 
the Everglades by preventing 


.nrbanization right up te the 


boundary of the Everglades 
levees and helping’ to control 
groundwater seepage out of 
the Water Conservation Areas. 
Although originally proposed 
as a critical component for 
future urban water supply, the 
Water Preserve Areas - with 
the exception of one parcel - 
are not included in the current 
draft of the Lower East Coast 
Water Supply Plan. Instead, 
planning for the Water Pre- 
serve Areas is being handled 
under the Corp study. In the 
meantime, land acquisitions 
are well underway. 


Generalized location of 
the Water Preserve Areas

There may be many benefits 
associated with the Water Pre- 
serve Areas, and it might 
make sense to buy. up remain- 
ing undeveloped land to avoid 
growing these east coast coun- 
ties right out to the edge of the 
Everglades. However, there 


„are many unknowns when it 


comes to the Water Preserves. 
There is no quantification of 
how much urban water sup- 
plies may increase as a result 
of the preserves. Preliminary 
studies have suggested that 
shallow reservoirs would do 
very little to increase supply 
since they would be able to 
store only a small fraction of 
the water that is discharged to 
tide. They..would be inefficient 
storage areas since, because of 
the high evapotranspiration 
rates, the areas would be dry 
during the dry season when 
water is most needed. 

What may be even more 
troublesome is the question of 
how urban runoff stored-in the 
Water Preserve Areas could 
ever be discharged back into 
the Everglades to meet envi- 
ronmental water supply needs. 
Urban runoff is generally more 


polluted than agricultural 
runoff and more difficult to 
clean, How would this water 
be treated, and at wHat 
„expense, in order to make it a 
yiable source for the Evér- 
glades? ' 

The same-issue exists for 
pwojects being proposed under 
the district's Lower East Coast 
plan. The district has 
employed a computer model 
referred to asthe Natural Sys- 
tems Model as the basis is 
quantifying ‘how much water 
Should be restored to the Evpr- 
glades. The model was 
designed to simulate how 
water would flow through the- 
Everglades if south Florida 
had never been developed iat 
all. Now it is being used to‘cpl- 
culate what the exact water 
depths would be at specific 
points throughout the Ever- 
glades in an effort to mimic 
water levels in the 1800s even 
though there is no way to veri- 
fy that the model is accurate. 
Based on this model, the Dis- 
trict is suggesting that-an 
additional 400,000 acre feet a 
year may need to be delivered 
to the Everglades to meet its 
water supply needs!1 That's 
equivalent, to 130 billion gal- 
lons df water - an amount that 
could fill 12 million backyard 
swimming pools, every year! 
Suffice it to say there is NO 
consensus on these figures or 
this approach to the question. 

But even if there were agree- 
ment on the numbers, the 
question remains, how would

Many factors were in our favor that allowed 
us to stay off the lake during the winter 
months last year. This year, however, has 
presented some challenges. Inclement weath- 
er conditions in September and October, 
above normal rainfall and higher lake levels 
has hindered our management efforts this

The Department's Office of 
School Improvement has spear- 
headed efforts for the schools and 
coordinated assistance from a vari- 
ety of resources, including Title I, 
the Human Resource Development 
Centers, Area Centers for 
Educational Enhancement, and 
other regionally-based service 
poviders..

They hadn’t been 
invented yet. 

Yet the two men did have 
experience forecasting the 
weather in’Oklahoma and both 


“agreed that severe weather 


was headed. their way..In addi- 
tion, Fawbush concluded that 
a tornado was likely to form. 

The two men wrote the 
severe weather forecast togeth- 
er, advising residents òf the 
Air Force base to keep an eye 
out for severe thunderstorms, 
including the possibility of a 
tornado. Then, the men wait- 
ed. 

The tornado that roared 
through Tinker Air Force base 
that night was very strong. It 
caused considerable damage, a 
few injuries, but no fatalities. 
No one died because Miller and 
Fawbush had told everyone 
what to expect. 

It was the first tornado fore- 
cast in American hiStory and it 
turned out to be right on the 
mark. Within a few years, the 
U.S. Weather Bureau, a fore- 
runner of today’s National 
Weather Service, was issuing 
public tornad6 predictions on a 
regular basis. * 

On March 23-25, the Nation- 

eal Weather Service will honor 
the work of Miller arid: Faw- 
bush with a special celebration 
at Tinker Air Force Base.

the new Dopplér radar and 
interactive computer systems. 
The Golden Anniversary Cel- 
ebration will also highlight the 
exciting future that lies ahead, 
from better scientific under- 
standing of tornadoes to the 
integration of rapidly advanc- 
ing computer systems into 
everyday weather forecasting. 


While predicting a tornado is ~ 


never taken for granted, these 
days forecasters almost always 
know when a twister may 
develop. The art of severe 
weather forecasting is so 
sophisticated that tornadoes 
hardly every surprise us any- 
more. 

Doppler radar can even 
detect a tornado before it actu- 
ally forms, providing up to 20 
minutes of lead warning time 
for residents. Back in Miller 
and Fawbush’s days, it was 
illegal to predict tornadoes. 
Now, it would be criminal not 
to forecast these violent 
storms. 

On March 25, 1948, Miller 
and Fawbush agonized for 
hours over whether to issue 
the tornado prediction. Today, 
thanks to their work all of us 
are a lot safer from tornadoes 
and violent thunderstorms. 

All because Bob Miller decid- 
ed to break the rules.

Miller said, “Believe me, if 
there was any extra money in 
the city’s budget, I would have 
gone after it for my men.” 


Police and fire workers 

have heavy workloads ` > 

Belle Glade may have less 
than 20,000 residents, but it’s 
a busy place, with almost 100 
square miles of territory to 
cover for fire rescue. They 
respond to 450 to 500 calls a 
year in the county, not count- 
ing the city, The police depart- 
ment responds to anywhere 
from 500 to 700 calls a week. 

“We're probably the busiest 
police and fire department in 
Palm Beach County,” says 
Miller. “We have a heavy work 
load and we work our officers 
very hard out here.” 


Has changing the residency 
requirement changed 
turnover? 

Miller says it has only been 
six months, not enough time to 
‘tell if lifting the residency 
requirement has been effec- 
tive. He did not give figures on 
how many officers have left 
since the requirement was lift- 
ed-and how many of those 
lived outside the town.

“Turnover has slowed a bit, 
but it’s too early to tell a last- 
ing effect. I can tell you that 
we now probably have the best 
and most qualified officers 
we've eyer had in police and 
fire,” he said, 

He also notes that the city 
has a contingency plan and in 
case of emergencies they can 
count on help from Palm 
Beach County Fire Rescue, the 
Sheriff's Department, the 
Canal Point and Pahokee fire 
departments and the Dept. of 
Forestry. 


Is it too late to go back? 

Mathis says it will take time 
and some workshops by city 
commissioners to see if the res- 
idency requirement can be 
turned around so safety per- 
sonnel can again be required to 
live in the city. But; he is 
determined to work toward 
that goal. “I’m a team player, 
and I want the city to prosper, 
but I believe very strongly in 
this,” said Mathis. 

He said he believes it would 
take a 20 percent raise across 
the board to bring Belle Glade 
Police and firefighters salaries 
up to the median paid by some 
of the other departments in 
the county: 

“I know the money is not 
there in .this year’s budget, but 
we've got to look closely at this 
in the future,” said Mathis. 

“Do I think there may be a 
way through this? Maybe not, 
but what I'm trying to do is to 
get the commission to make 
this a number one priority and 
to bring this back where it

should be,” said Mathis. 


What does Belle Glade’s 
Mayor say? 

Three time Mayor Steve 
Weeks said the decision by the 
commission to allow firefight- 
ers and police officers to live 
outside the area was a reluc- 
tant one. “I, for one, would love 
for them to live here. It was a 
tough decision, but they had =- 
two issues of concern: public 
education and health care. 
How can you ask someone to 
move to Belle Glade when 
these two things aren't at an 
acceptable level?” 

Weeks says the city needs to 
form a partnership with the 
school system and the health 
care system’to find ways to 
improve these two areas he 
sees as critical. He also sees 
diversification of the economy 
as a way to bring more busi- 
ness and money into the area. 

“I'm not concerned about a 
safety issue. We have an excel- 
lent fire and police depart- 
ment. We also have an excel- 
lent volunteer fire department 
in Belle Glade,” he said. 

As to the question about top’ 
city officials not living in the 
area and citizen's complaints 
about that, as well as the new 
safety personnel issue, Weeks 
said he understands their con- 
cern, but defends them as. pro- 
fessionals at what they do. “I 
wish I had 10 ‘Sue Teets 
‘(Assistant to the City Manag- 
er), and 10 ‘Dave Wood 
‘(Finance Director) or ‘Gene 
Simmons’ (Director of Public 
Services).
